The money goes to the student 
association. Students can also ap- 
peal to the city police, but fines 
have been known to go as high as 
25 dollars, Bailey said. Another 
western college gives parking 
permits to a select 10 per cent 
of the students. 

Tne newly appointed student 
police will give tickets during 
the evening classes too, Bailey 
said 

The new Rally Committee con- 
stitution was approved by Stu- 
dent Council. Tom Willoughby, 
Associated Students president 
said this constitution is a great 
improvement over the old con- 
stitution, and it gives the Rally 
Committee more flexibility than 
it had before.

850 Peop le Sign 
For Polio Shots 


Over 850 people have signed up 
for their polio inoculation shots 
as of this morning. The goal for 
this inoculation drive is 1000 
signups. 

If there are over 1000 signups, 
there will be enough serum for 
the surplus, said Fleyd Fenno- 
chio, chairman of the drive. If 
the goal of 1000 in reached, the 
second polio shot will also be 
given at an additional 25 cents. 

The shots will be given in the 
student lounge, instead of in the 
gymnasium, where they were 
originally sc . Nurses and 
stucent help will be in attendance 
in case of any unexpected emerg- 
ency. Students are urged to sign 
up as soon as possible, said Fen-

State. almost knocking him out 
at the final bell. Rubine beat 
Flood in the PCI matches in 
Saecrimento. The finals, fought 
bef -e a capacity crowd, saw 
F' beat Klinkenberg. the PCI 
c sion. Flood didn’t lose a 
round in his two fights 

Snelson was TKO’ed in the 


first round by Roger Rouse, de- 
fending champion and a member 
of the U.S. Olympic team. Rouse 
later declared that Snelson hit 
him harder than any one this 
year 

Idaho State’s Bengals made a 
shambles out of the team stand- 
ings by compiling 59 points 
Washington State was second 
with 12. Sacramento State had 
nine. Other scoring was: San 
Jose, eight; Cal Poly, six; Syra- 
cuse, five; Nevada, four; Michi- 
gan State, Wisconsin and College 
of Idaho each three. 

Hank Elespuru, Hornet coach, 
will have Flood and Ericson back 
next year along with Genaro 
Munoz, 125, Stan Gallagher. 147, 
and heavyweight George Sum- 
mer. Snelson has another year of 
eligibility but he may not com- 
pete.

At last week’s Student Council meeting, Plescia tried to 
read another attack against the paper into the meeting’s 
minutes. This time, Tom Willoughby, Associated Students 
president, blocked the move. 

Plescia obiected to an editorial in last week’s issue of 
The Hornet which advised Council members to think before 
they speak. He apparently considered this an infringement 
on his rieht to pop off at will. 

The Inter Club council delegate is in a very peculiar 
position on the Council. He is there solely for the purpose 
of discussing issues which directly affect the campus clubs. 
His is not an unlimited power of debate on any subject con- 
sidered by the Council. Plescia has been abusing his privilege 
by interjecting his often irrelevant comments into many 
Council discussions. As ASSSC president, Willoughby has 
the right to shut Plescia off when he digresses from club 
matters. But Willoughby is a nice guy and has not wanted 
to get tough — perhaps he should. 

Perhaps Plescia can stiil turn himself into a competent 
Council representative. As mentioned in last week’s issue 
of The Hornet — all he has to do is consider his words 
before speaking them. The Hornet hopes this will not cause 
him too much trouble.

Sign ups for polio inoculation 
continue only three days after to- 
day. The Wednesday after vaca- 
tion, April 24, will be the last 
day to sign up. Thus far the 
sign ups are running even with 
the daily quota. It's vital, how- 
ever, that the minimum sign up 
of 1000 be reached or the entire 
program fails. 

And just how important is the 
entire inoculation program? Let's 
judge for ourseives. The idea for 
such a program was initiated 
and nurtured by Business Ad- 
ministration club. Gradually it 
took shape in a concrete plan ap- 
proved and adopted by the Stu- 
dent Association and adminis- 
tered by a student officer. 

Again we may ask our question 
“now important?” —- The drive 
is important enough that the 
Federal government guaranteed 
to the ASSSC a minimum of 1000 
units of vaccine free of charge. 
It is important enough that Drs. 
Tobin and Snively volunteered to 
clese their offices, to abandon 
their private practices, for a full 
day while they administered the 
vaccine. It is important enough 
that students volunteered to man 
sign-up booths, not just for a day 
or two but for almost 3 weeks 
All records, data, bookkeeping. 
publicity all organizational .de- 
tails are being handled volun- 
tarily. ° 

In short the project is import- 
ant enough to warrant the crea- 
ticn of the most efficient, effec- 
tive, and cosmopolitan volunteer 
organization the campus has ever 
experienced.

Discusses Credential 
Editor of The Hornet: 

People have been yakking in 
your column about the excessive 
number of education courses re- 
quired to get a credential. 1 think 
we should not lose sight of the 
other extreme: the provisional 
credential. 

I don't understand the work- 
ings of this strange animal, the 
provisional credential, but I be- 
lieve everyone interested in the 
teaching profession should. I was 
started as a stop gap measure and 
has grown to supply a large pro- 
portion of untrained, unqualified 
teachers for California schools. 
Everyone recognizes the evils of 
the provisional.

If I knew the answers to these 
questions, or if I thought the 
majority of education majors 
knew them, I would not bother to 
write this letter.

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Discloses 
A Policy Change 


Policy changes have been made 
in the dean’s list that will be re- 
Jeased after Easter vacation, ac- 
cording to Dr. W. D. Albright, 
admissions officer. 

Formulated by the college ad- 
mission and scholarship commit- 
tee and approved by the execu- 
tive council, the changes abolish 
the former system of selecting 
the upper 10 per cent of all stu- 
dents. Instead, a separate listing 
of the top 10 per cent of the 


freshmen will be tabulated along 
with the reguiar 10 per cent un- 
dergraduate list that excludes 
last semester seniors. 

To be eligible for the freshmen 
list, a freshman must be carry- 
ing not less than 14 semester 
units and not less than a total of 
30 units for the fall and spring 
semesters Other undergradu- 
ates must not be carrying not 
less than 12 semester units. 

Albright said policy changes 
were invoked to give freshmen a 
better chance for scholastic rec- 
ognition. Also, he said that last 
semester seniors are not included 
because most of their courses are 
of a work type where grades are 
standard. Computation for senior 
honors is done before final semes- 
ter grades are given.
